Each time the court was told that the, 
chances of a verdict looked hopeless 
and each time the body of men were 
ordered back for further deliberation. 
When 10 o'clock arrived and there was 
no sign of agreement, Judge Sullivan 
ordered the men to bed. ; 

During the proceedings. young Dal- 
ton, who a few hours before had sat 
calmly in the witness stand and re- 
lated how he betrayed the trust of his 
employers and committed the biggest 
theft in the history of Chicago crimes, 
because’ he “couldn’t stand the sight 
of so much money lying around loose,” 
sat in the courtroom and talked to 
members of his family.

Good old Phrases Again. 
The present mergers are the first’ 
important consolidations since’ the 
passage of the Clayton law,' under 
which the actual purchase of "the 
physical properties is necessary, 
against the formation of a holding 
company, as was possible when United 
States Steel was organized in 1901. 
One question the ordinary man asks 
is what effect the consolidations will 
have upon prices. . Promoters of the 
mergers say one abiding desire with 
them is to reduce production costs, 
through cuts in overhead, by the unify- 
ing of organizations, by the benefits 
of mass production through the use 
of certain plants for continuous runs, 
and likewise by the reduction of the 
“back haul” of products.

This, sent on its way, by. their needs 
and wants and tastes, by théir new 
hunger for life, is sent on its useful 
errand of enrichment with a far 
greater momentum. than it has re- 
ceived from the mere bond buyer or 
financial investor. 

In paying the American worker in 
terms of a saving wage we are not giv- 
ing capital away, we are bringing new 
brains and enterprises into the use of 
capital. 

Wage Earner Vs, the Inheritor. 

As against the man who merely in- 
herits money I have no hesitancy 


whatever in placing the man who; 


earns money as by far the more active 
and trustworthy handler of the power 
in money. I tannot help thinking it 
far better for the country if the man 
who inherits money should draw a 
slightly lower dividend if necessary in 
order that the man who earns money 
shall have a slightly higher wage.

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TOURISTS NOT 
BUY GERMANY 


Extortion Is Exposed by 
U. S$. Consuls.

BERLIN, May 18.—The policy of the 
German government, German shop- 
keepers, and German hotel keepers of 
fleecing Americans is based on the idea 
of making foreigners, especially Amer- 
iceans, pay the German reparations. 
This is the statement, not only of nu- 
merous Americans who are thronging

tests, but it has been confirmed by 


American diplomatic and con- 


sular representatives who have fre- 
quently informed the state department 
at Washington and asked intervention. 

Today there appeared on the bulletin 
board of the American consulate gen- 
eral in Berlin, as well as in all official 
American buildings throughout Ger- 
many, an official warning to Americans 
telling them not to make purchases in 
Germany because of the German sys- 
tem of holding up Americans in Brem- 
en and Hamburg, as well as at inland 
frontiers, taking the goods from them 
and fining them heavily. . 

This is done under-the German law 
demanding from 50 to 200 per cent 
taxes, payable to the government, on 
all articles for export. 


The Consular Warning. 
Throughout Germany the consular 


_ Offices are piled with protests from 


Americans claiming that the shopkeep- 


ers informed them it was not necessary 


to pay the export tax, whereas the cus- 
toms officials confiscated their cameras, 
opera gtagses, clothes, baggage, and 
valuables. The consular warning reads: 

“ Numérous complaints have been re- 
ceived that goods purchased in Ger- 


many by Americans -have been fre- 


quently confiscated at the borders, and 
in addition heavy fines imposed. In 
one instance an American was fined 
$25 for attempting to take out opera 
glasses costing $3. The consulate has 
taken up these casep with the German 
authorities, who inform it there is no 
redress. 

“Therefore it appears it is advisable 


for Americans not to purchase goods 


in Germany for export. It is impos- 
sible to rely on the word of the German 
shopkeepers, who state that the mer- 
chandise can be exported inasmuch as 
it has been found that every case re- 
ported to the consulate the shopkeeper 


informed the purchaser that the ex-/= 


port prohibition was nonexistent. 
“If, however, Americans desire to 
purchase articles in Germany it is ad- 


_ visable to obtain an export license by 


paying from 50 to 200 per cent upon 
the cost of the article.”

LITTLE DROP IN 
FOOD PRICE FOR 
YEAR, SAYS U.S. 


The general level of wholesale prices 
fora y now has kept approximately 
fat the @ mark, a trifle more than 
52 per cent higher than in 1913, so the 
report of the United States bureau of 
labor statistics for April indicates. 

‘In April commodities as an entity at 
wholesale were 52 per cent above 1913, 
while in April, 1921, they were 54 per 
cent above the prewar year. During 
the year the farm products group has 
increased 10 per cent, while other 
groups dropped, the range funning 
from 1 per cent in the case of buildin 
materials to 23 per cent for house fur- 
nishing goods. All told, all commodi- 
ties decreased only 1.3 per cent in the 
year. 

Cost of living for the country is now 
66.9 per cent higher than in 1913—the 
figures are the government’s compila- 
tion for March,\just out. The decrease 
from the peak in June, 1920, has been 
23 per cent, and the fall since lagt De- 
cember has been 4.2 cent. The 
table of the national ind ial confer- 
ence board issued last night puts cost 
of living in April at 54.8 per cent above 
July, 1914. This was the same as the 
board’s March figure. It estimates the 
drop from the- peak of July, 1920, at 
24.3 per cent.

The Young American Artists’ series 


came to an end for the present season 
at Fine Arts Recital hall last night. A 


joint recital formed the valedictory, | 


given by Kathleen Ryan and Wayne 
Moore. 

Miss Ryan is a contralto of the kind 
where possibilities seern destined to 
convert themselves into probabilities. 
It is likely that her voice has not yet 
attained the full power of maturity, 
but it has range and it has the true 
quality. She sings like a good deal 
of a musician, with the art to project 
a phrase or, for that matter, a whole 
song, with skill and grace, also with 
the cleanly cut enunciation that makes 
a word understood as a matter of| — 
course instead of by conscious effort.

Heating Up Cooked Ham. 


An expert camper wondered to me 
that those who bought slices of cold 
boiled ham at the delicatessen for pic- 


nic and other use did not learn to heat 


it up in some fat in the frying. pan. 
And there are similar foods that are 
equally improved by this treatment— 
an. easy one. For sandwiches the 
ham heated up and browned a bit on its 
edges is about ten times more palatable 
than the cold ham is, and the fat in 
particular is much more edible. Sea- 
sonings may be used in the fat in the 
pan to make the fat particularly, de- 
licious, and it is always a shame to 
waste it; since from a most fundament- 
al standpoint it gives us three times 
the food per given bulk that the lean 
does. 


One way to season the ham in “ hot- 
ting” it up, to use an English term, 
is to put a tablespoonful of highly 
seasoned or even plain mayonnaise into 
the pan and melt it before putting in 
the ham, cooking it rather gently, and 
turning it without cooking out too 
much of the fat. 

This ham is far less likely to be 
hard than is raw ham cooked in the 
same way, and therefore far more ac- 
ceptable as a salad filling. 

Green peppers sliced and. gently 
sautéed in the pan before the ham is 
added make an acceptable accompani- 
ment for the ham, whether it is to be 
served with fried eggs or in a sand- 
wich, and, of course, slices of fried 
tomato are even more acceptable to
